DARING AND DETERMINED 

Homeward Bound Miners Robbed of 
Their Dust By a White- 
Cupped Baud. 



James Rogers, the Veteran Freighter, 
Killed By a Fall From 
His Wagon. 



Fokt Steele, Oot. 17.— (Spocial)-One of 
the most determined and daring robberies 
over attempted in this district was planned 
and carried out on tho evening of tho 10th 
of this month at Wolf Creek, eighteen 
miles from Fort Steele, James Rogers, who 
has been freighting for Messrs. Gabruith 
ond others, agreed to take through six 
Chinese who woro leaving tho country, who 
has been vory successful mining aud who 
carriod with them a largo sum of money in 
gold dust takon out of Wild Horse Creek. 
As is Rogers' custom, ho left Fort Steele 
and camped at Wolf Creek, near tho resi- 
dence of Messrs. Hanuoy & Humphreys. 
After Kxing up camp for tho night, all ro- 
tir d. About 12 o'clock at night Rogers 
was aroused in hia tont by a masked man 
telling him und those with him 
to get up and got out of tho 
tent to the cimp Ore. He, with 
a man named Teddy Cain did so, whilat 
two other masked men had found tho 
Chinamen and wero robbing them < f their 
money. Threo of the Chineso who wero 
sleeping in the wagona escaped by taking to 
tho brush and hiding. Ono poor unfortun- 
ato Chinaman who refused to submit was 
badly beaten about tho face and head, and 
presented a sad appoaranco when he reached 
Fort Steele, where ho was promptly attended 
by Dr. McLean. Tho robbers, after com- 
pleting their work, redo off in the direction 
of Tobacco Plains. They got in all about 
§2,500 in gold dust and bills. They were 
well mounted on horses and had a rifle and 
six-shooters with them. 

As Boon as tho robbers had left, Cain 
started for the house of Mr. Hannay, who 
promptly came and rendered what assist- 
ance he could to the unfortunate Chinaman. 
It was nearly threo o'clock in the afternoon 
when the news reached Fort Steele. Mr. 
Cummincs, S M., dispatched special con- 
stables all over tho country to hunt up the 
robbers, but up to the time of writing no 
trace of them had been found. Six con- 
stables are near Tobacco Plain hunting them 
with the hope of success. 

The men are described bb two being 
tall, with white masks and long black coats, 
and the third man was much smaller. The 
robbery was well planned and carefully 
carried out. Several around Fort Steele are 
suspected as being confederates of those who 
did tho actual robbing. Since the opening 
of the new rout-5 via Jerrings, Fort Steole 
has been the rendezvous of opium smugglers 
from the American side, and the United 
States would do woll to send a trustworthy 
special officer to Tobacco Plains to intercept 
and prevent this illicit traffic. 

Later— Poor old Rogers, on his return 
trip yesterduy, foil off his freight wagon, 
and the wheel going over him he was killed 
instantly. 

Mr. Cumminos, S.M., iahere.and is leaving 
no atone unturned to traco the robbers ; and 
tho residents, Messrs. Phillipps, Hannay, 
Galbraith and othors, are lending every 
assistance they can. Up to the time of 
writing no news had been received from 
Tobacco Plaina as to tho success of tho 
special officers sent there. Mr. M. Phil- 
ipps left to-day for Tobacco Plains, and 
will givo all the aid he can, as he knows 
that Bection of country woll. 



GOVERNMENT CRITICIZED. 

The British Authorities Censured for Allow- 
ing France to Steal a March on 
British Interests. 

London', Oat. 25. — Tho Imperial Govern- 
ment is still being much criticized for 
allowing France to steal a march upon 
tho British interests in tho Pacifio by 
securing tho first link in tho Britiah cable. 
The. London Times to-day again urges 
the political importance of a cable 
wholly controlled by tho Britiah Gov- 
rnment connecting Australia. Other 
London papers are usking, apropos of tho 
Australian and West Indies cable pro- 
ject, why the Britiah Government is cal- 
lous regarding its interests in these local- 
ties ? The Canadian Gazette to-day has 
editorial on tho subject with tho 
caption "Outwitted by Our Rivals.'' It 
ays the name folly is being committed in 
the West Indies, where luck of Imperial 
upport lor the extension of tho Halifax 
and Bermuda cable causes French aid to bo 
sought for the extension of a Frenah cablo 
from Bermuda to San Domingo. 



CALM IN THE SENATE. 

,e Vote Repealing the Sherman Act Will 
Not Be the Last on the Subject. 

Washington, Oat. 25.— The calm that 
followed tho storm of yesterday was appar- 
ent in tho Senate to-day. That body began 
ta work in a liatleas fashion, and there was 
no effort to ascertain whether a s cjuorum 
woro present or not. Tho silver 
men settled down to the inevitable 
conference, repeating tho assertions 
ade by them yesterday. They will 
throw no obstaclo in tho way of a vote. 
Tho silver men say, though, tho voto 
which will result in tho unconditional 
repeal of tho purchasing clause of tho 
Sherman act will not be tho final gun 
n the long light that hu8 been mado for 
lver. They assert that before Congress 
djoums there will bo under consideration 
various measures looking to tho revision of 
the financial system of tho United States, 
and restoring silver to its proper place aa a 
money medium.

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 



The Russian Admiral Receives Over 
Twenty Thousand Letters 
in Paris- 



President Carnot LeaveB for Toulon- 
Deputatious From Lorraine — 
Flowers for Gounod's Grave.

Paws, Oct. 25.— The Rusaian guesta 
h'»ve sped their parting, and with their de- 
parture a calm haa fallen upon the city, as 
if, liko a child tired with a day'a Bporta, she 
had cried herself asleep. Not the least sur- 
prising feature of the demonstrations hore 
was that the volatile population maintained 
their forvor for a week, with no sign of be- 
coming tired of the succession of gaieties or 
wearying of giving exuberant expression to 
their feelings of friendship toward Russia 
and their liking of everything Russian. Not 
less noteworthy is the fact that throughout 
the whole period the Russians were 
the cities' guests nothing occurred, nothing 
was said or written to emphasize the politi- 
cal aspect of the reception or to offend the 
neighbors of France. The self control 
manifested by the French people appears 
wonderful to those who understand the dis- 
position of tho Frenoh, and more particular- 
ly the Parisians. The action of the populace 
during the past few days is taken as proof 
that, contrary to tho hope entertained by 
the Royalists, France docs not need a 
monarchy to hold the peoplo in restraint. 

The Parisians aro now seeking amuse- 
ment in the incidents and side lights of the 
festivities that, amid the furoro while tho 
Russians wero in town, passed unnoticed. 
The thing that affords them laughter ia the 
statement that while here Admiral Avelan 
received 19,000 letters. This huge mass of 
correspondence necessitated tho constant 
services of four officers to attpnd to. 
AmoDg theBe letteiu were 10,000 from 
ladies, begging for an audience, a lock of 
tho admiral's hair, or his autograph. It is 
not plainly apparent who the joke is on — 
the writers, or the unfortunato officers de- 
tailed to open and road the letters. It can 
be said, however, that there are a few per- 
sons who imogine the officers thought tho 
task imposed upon them was a consolation 
for missing some of tho festivities. It is 
stated that Admiral Avelan intends to ac- 
knowledge tho receipt of each of tho Jot- 
ters. 

Many casualties have been reported 
every day during the Totes, besides a large 
number of men, women and children crushed 
in tho crowds. Several persons were in- 
jurod by the falling of trees and other 
vantage points. At Clichy yesterday morn- 
ing, while the train conveying the Ruasiana 
was crossing tho Seine on the Amires rail- 
way bridge, a woman on tho parallel bridge 
waved the French and Rusaian flug«, shout- 
ing "Les Voir et Mourir ! Vive la Kuaeio !" 
jumped into the river und was drowned. The 
body, when recovered, was found to be at- 
tired in a chomiso neatly mado of Rusaian 
fl igs, and a petticoat made of Rusaian and 
French Hags. 

President Carnot will start for Toulon at 
4:30 p.m. to-morrow, and will arrive there 
at 8 o'clock Friday morning. He will be 
accompanied by Premier Dupuy, M. Ueville, 
Minister of Foreign Affsirs, the Minister of 
Marine, and tho French Ambassador to Rus- 
sia. Upon arriving at Toulon the President 
will board the French warship Formidable. 
Admiral Avelan will pay hia respects to the 
President aboard tho Formidable, and later 
tho President will pay a return visit 
aboard tho Russian flagship. At noon 
breakfast will be served at tho Maritime 
Prefecture. In the afternoon the new French 
man-of man Jauroguiberry will bo launched 
in tho presence of tho President and party 
and the Russian officers. In tho evening 
all will attend a grand dinner. Tho Presi- 
dent will return to Paris on Saturday 
morning. 

Deputations from tho French in Lorraino 
waited upon Admiral Avellan, yesterday, 
and presontod him with numerous testi- 
monials subscribed for him by tho inhabi- 
tants of that province. Deputy Meyers, in 
making the presentation, said he wished the 
Russians to know they had trusty friends in 
the 1 ,800 communes of Lorraine. Admiral 
Avellan was accorded a privato interview 
with President Curnot during the afternoon. 
Later in tho day ho was tendered a banquet 
by tho club Union Artiatique. 

A vast number of iloral emblems were 
sent to be pluced on Gounod's grave, in- 
cluding offeringa from tho Countess of Paris, 
musical sooieties in Milan, Brussels, Stras- 
burg and Madrid.

— The Purcell case occu- 
pied the Supreme Court all day. It will 
probably last all tho week. 

Canadian coal oil is now retailing in most 
of tho country places of Ontario and Quebec 
at ten to fifteen cents per Imperial gallon. 
This has boen partly caused by the Canadian 
refiners establishing agencies to provent re- 
tailers charging exorbitant prices and partly 
by the competition of American oil in bulk.

LIONIZED AT LYONS. 

The Citizens Quito as Enthusiastic as Those 
of PariB— Fatal Accident. 

Lyons, Oct. 25. — As soon as the Russians 
arrived, the great guns at Fort de Stirone, 
on the hills to the east of tho Saone, boomed 
forth a welcome to them. When tho car- 
riages were passing the cathedral of Notie 
Dame do Fouvre, at tho Place Bellecoeur, 
the bells chimed the Russian national an- 
them, which the visitors acknowledged by 
doffing their hats. M. Rivaud, prefect of 
the Rhone, and M. Gailleton, mayor of tho 
city, rode in the landau with Admiral Ave- 
lan. The drive from tho station to the 
Place des Terroux, immediately adjoining tho 
Hotel de Ville, occupied a full hour. A re- 
ception given to tho delegates sent from a 
hundred villugca and towns in the vicinity 
of Lyons occupied two hours. A banquet 
was later given at the Prefecture Admiral 
Avelan sat between Prefect Rivaud and 
General Voiain, military governor of Lyona. 
The day'a festivities were marred, to a cer- 
tain extent, by a fatal accident that oc- 
curred as tho procession of carriages was 
passing along. As Admiral Avelan passed 
the crowd surged forward to get a look at 
him. Ono of tho many women near 
by was swept from her feet and 
partially fell. Tho crowd, wild with 
excitement, still crushed forward jam- 
ming tho unfortunate woman with frightful 
force. Sho was helpIesB to protect herself, 
and her shrieks wero drowned by tho voci- 
ferous cheering of those about her, who had 
cyea and ears for nothing else but the Rus- 
sians in front of them. Before the proces- 
sion had entirely passed, those nearest tho 
woman, and who, in fact, were supporting 
her with their bodies, noticed hor. It was. 
first thought she had fainted, but when she 
was removed from the crowd it was found 
she was dead. Tho accident occurred close 
to the Hotel de Ville.

RUSSIAN ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

The Visitors Deeply Moved by the Warmth 
of Their Reception In France. 

LYONS, Oct. 25.— More than 200,000 visi- 
tors are in this city this morning, having 
como to participate in tho fetes upon tho 
visit of the Russian naval officers, who will 
stop here fourteen hours, then proceed to re- 
join their ships at Toulou. Kvery boat ply. 
ing upon the rivers Rhone aud Suone, which 
traverse tho city, was covered with fl»gs. 
An enormous number of gifts have been 
prepared for presentation to tho Russians, 
either for themselves, the Czar or the Czar- 
ina. Among the gifts aro twelve beautiful 
silk dresses for the C/.uina, a largo number 
of ailk French aud Russian flags, and 2,5(10 
silk handkerchiefs, tho latter intended for 
tho sailora of tho Russian fleet. 

Tho Russian visitors arrived hero ot 10 
o'clock and an immense crowd waited their 
coming. When they alighted they wero 
received with frenzied enthusiasm. Tho 
civil officials and a largo number of military 
officers met and welcomed tho officers. Tho 
prefect delivored tho speech of welcome. 
Tho party then started in carriages to tho 
Hotel do Villo (city hall), and there was a 
perfect jam along tho route taken. The 
Russians wero repeatedly cheered. Several 
times the carriugea wero stopped and well- 
dressed women embraced aud kissed the 
RussianB, who seemed to liko this part of 
the welcome better than all tho rest, and 
mudo no effort to defend themselves from 
tho a8Buult8 of lea belles Francaisea. 

PARIS, Oct. 25.— A note waa sent to 
President Carnot this morning on bohalf of 
tho visiting Russian naval officers, in which 
they aay they havo been deeply moved at 
the reception they met in tho capital. They 
offer tho Parisian public a sincere expression 
of their gratitude. All they havo seen and 
heard, thoy aay, will remain forovor en- 
graved upon tho deplliB of their hearts, and 
will bo faithfully transmitted to Franco's 
frionda in Russia.

FINANCIAL UNREST. 

Great Britain Said to Be on tho Vorge of 
Harder Times Than for Half 
a Century. 

London, Oct. 25— Under tho caption 
" Half a Year Nearer Bankruptcy," tho 
Weekly Times and Echo, of this city, in the 
leading editorial of ita current iooucn, de- 
clares Great Britain is on the verge of 
national bankruptcy. 

Starting out with the statement that the 
country is on tho vorge of such a winter as 
its agricultural, industrial and working 
classes have not known since tho fearful 
timea of 1849, it makes an extraordinary 
revelation concerning the national finances. 

Last Bpring, in presenting his budget, Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt, tho Chancollor 
of tho Exchtqucr, admitted that ho ex- 
pected a decline of half u million pounds in 
tho revenue for '93 '91 as compared with 
tho revenue for tho year ending in March 
This at the timo \va3 regarded as a conserva- 
tive estimate, but tho figures now revealed 
show that tho decrease for tho first quarter 
only, or up to tho end of June, was three- 
quarters of a million pounds, and that the 
quarter just ended shows a decrease of an- 
other half million. 

In othor words, with tho winter yet to 
como tho country is already a million and a 
quarter pounds to tho bad. Tho receipts of 
tho customs show a decline of nearly half a 
million, and revenue stamps a third of a mil- 
lion more. The Times calculutos that tho 
total deficit by next March cannot lio less 
than ten to twelve millions of dollars, and 
that in tho fuco of tho terrible and in- 
creasing depression all over tho country, 
these figures aud the prospects aro abso- 
lutely appalling. 



SILVER SPECULATION. 

Tho Exchange Hunks of ludiiv Accused of 
Having Over-Keached tho Government 
—Tho Cliursro Resented. 

London, Oct. 25 — A special from Cal- 
cutta to tho Times says : Tho Government 
accuses tho Exchange banks of speculation 
and complains that thoy over-reached the 
Government, silver being accepted because 
tho Government was advised that tho 
stability of tho banks was doubtful. This 
charge ia much resented. Tho real apecula- 
tors wero not tho banks, but a syndicate 
which obtained secret information before 
Juno 7, rcgaiding tho action of tho Heracholl 
commission on currency. Members of the 
syndicate bought largely of paper on India 
and London, and the Govornmeut knew tho 
secret was out, seeing as they did the in- 
action in purchases until tho end of Juno 
and tho public distrust. Tho result has 
been a loss on exchange to banks and In- 
dian revenue and again to European specu- 
lators. Now there is a general recrimina- 
tion between tho banks and the Govern- 
ment.

Another Body Identified— A Double Funeral 
at Manila. 

Hamilton, Oct. 25. — (Special) — Mrs. 
Robert H. Findlay, wife of the proprietor of 
the Alhambra hotel, was among the victims 
of tho Battle Creek disaster, Some personal 
effects found in the debris proved her iden- 
tity beyond doubt. 

Sahnia, Oct. 25. —Tho double funoral of 
Mr, and Mrs. Albert Bradley, victims of 
the Battle Creek disaster, was held here, 
and was attended by un immense concourse 
of peoplo. 

MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Tho " iadstock " Escapes All Injury— Gossip 
of tho Wharves and Docks. 

Tho Ladatock, which grounded for 24 
hours in the Fraaer river, while on her way 
out with a load of salmon for England, has 
been surveyed and no damage found as a re- 
ault of the accident.

" ULSTER'S PARLIAMENT." 

Unionists Hold a Big Convention in Belfast 
With a View to Resist Homo Rule. 

Belfast, Oct. 25.— The Ulster Parlia- 
ment mot yesterday to tako measures to re- 
sist Homo Rulo. The meeting of the parlia- 
ment aroused a groat deal of interest in the 
city, tho streets being crowded with poople 
and in the neighborhood of Uulster hall 
packed to tho utmost with peoplo desirous 
of witnessing the assembling -if tho anti- 
Home Rulo deleg ites. The mooting was 
conducted in private, but it waa learned 
that the Duke of Abercorn was unanimous- 
ly elected president, after whioh tho na- 
tional anthem was sung amid great en- 
thusiasm. While tho Ulster parliament 
was in session a simultaneous conference 
of Unionist women was sitting in Assembly 
hall. A heated discussion took place on the 
question whether all the Unionist people 
should bo included in tho aecret conference. 
Two Presbyteriun clergymen moved that 
only ten should bo allowed to sit in the 
council, and this motion was carried. Cann 
supported an amendment, and the result 
was that threats, were made to dethrone 
him from tho mastership of tho Orange 
Socioty. Most of tho members wore dis 
satisfied with tho proceedings and left the 
hall. The meeting resolved to raise a 
guaranty fund, which should not lie called 
on until a parliament waa established in 
Dublin. Resolutions were carried unani- 
mously declaring allegiance to tho Uuited 
Kingdom aud thanking the House of Lords 
for rejecting the Heme Rulo bill.

SEALING PROFITS AND PROSPECTS. 



What the Vessels of the Canadian Fleet 
Have Accomplished Daring 
the Past Season, 



And What Their Intentions Are for 
the Future— Speculation as 
to Japan's Policy. 



" Will Japan enaot regulations Bimilar 
to thoso decided upon by Great Britain and 
the United Stutea on tho ono hand and 
Great Britain and Russia on tho other J 
This is tho question which, abovo and before 
all others, is engaging tho attention of those 
interested in tho sealing industry just now — 
" Will the hospitable citizens of the Island 
Empire continue to permit tho destruction 
in Japaneso waters of the much-prized pro- 
ducers of sealskin coats — or will they not 1" 
Much depends on how this question is 
answered. Of oonrse, if n protectorate is 
declared in favor of tho Japaneso seals, it 
moms loss to the Victoria scalers. Japan iB 
thoir last haven, and if it is taken from 
them they will bo obliged to submit them- 
boIvob to the narrow privileges of tho now 
regulations, learn to Ube tho spear or the 
nirgun, and make a closer study of tho 
migratory habits of their game, so as to bo 
able to do a certain amount of execution 
during tho open months — which are not 
generally looked upou as part of the sealing 
season. 

Ab yet Japan has taken no stops toward 
the prohibition or regulation of sealing in 
her territorial waters, and us a result tho 
majority of tho Victoria sealing uVct will, 
during the next few months, shape their 
course for Yokohama or Hakodate. Several 
are already fitting out and Christmas will 
see half the iluot under sail. They will in 
many instances take their hunters only 
from this Bide, making up tho usual com- 
plement of men w.th Japanese Bailors and 
boat-pullers. Whether this is a bid for 
popularity with tho Japanese or because tho 
Japs have proved good seamen in the past 
is a matter of opinion— possibly it is both. 



Should Japan, as ia hoped, continue to 
allow seal hunting, the sea log capital will 
no doubt be speedily transferred from Vic- 
toria to Yokohama. There the vessels will 
outfit ; thero discharge their costly cargo 
and thero tho profits of the industry will ue 
put in circulation. 

Although all the ft>et may not renounce 
their allegiance to Victoria, tho majority 
doubtless will ; to winter here would mean 
endless unnecessary expenso, annoyance 
and loss of valuable time. It will bo neces 
sary to got to work very early indeed, for 
the open season by tho now regulatious only 
lasts until May— a month in previous years 
buBy with tho work of preparation and the 
beginning of tho Coast hunting. 

In the absence of defluito information 
concerning Japan, a number of tho schoonerB 
thia year will engage Indian huntera in tho 
usual way, and start to Bea with an arsenal 
of spears instead of shotguns — a return to 
"ye days of oldo." The Indians all along 
the Coast can still handlo tho spoar with 
comparative dexterity and effectiveness; in 
fact THEY will lose little by its substitution 
for the shotgun. The weapon employed ia 
tho common spear, about 15 feot long, car 
rying a light line with it : tho range of 
operation is about . r >0 feet. U^iug the spear 
in a herd isnotproductivo of good results, for 
tho process isslowand thestruck scalsquickly 
communicate their alarm to their compan- 
ions. Of course, there is ono counter argu- 
ment in favor of the spear — that it makes no 
noise— but thia counts for but very little. 
Then, too, if tho Beal killing of tho future is 
to be done with the spear, thore must come 
a revolution in tho building of sealing boats. 
Thoso now in use are far loo high out of the 
water. This, however, iB ono of many de- 
tails which in tho light of recent legislation 
must now be considered. 

Tho entiro prosecution of tho sealing in- 
dustry during the season for which prepara- 
tions are now being made must bu largely 
experimental. 

The officiul statement of tho catch of the 
licet during the season just closed is here 
presented ; all tho vessels h&vo now re- 
turned to port, with the exception of the 
Maud S., now ut Yokohama, where she will 
winter, and the steamer Worlook, combin- 
ing sealing and trading, which is expected 
homo next month. The catch of tho Maud 
S. is included in tho statement prepared by 
Collector Milne and givon below :

A VOICE FROM KAML0OPS. 

To tub Eonon :— The man who lacks in- 
terest in the present juncture lacks patriot- 
ism. At tho risk of intruding on your valu- 
able space, I would ask to bo allowed to 
give expression to tho prevailing opinion 
relativo to the convention which met lately 
at Katnloops to discuss weighty matters re- 
specting the " Constitution." The high- 
sounding title — " Constitutional Loaguo — 
which brought this assemblage together 
might causo considerable consternation in 
the minds of people who believed in law and 
ordor. Hut the resolutions passed without 
discussion at that gathering showed how 
ill-aBsorted the ido-is of its members were-. 
The historic mountain had not brought 
forth anything so palpably insignificant. 
We feared, as tho meeting was to be held at 
Kainloops— the capital in embryo— a brand 
new constitution would bo framed, and tho 
names of the delegates sent down 
to posterity among such as met in 
Philadelphia in 1770 and in Quebec in 
180M Hut, alas, Biowu, Cotton and Kitchen 
wore not destined to such distinction. A 
Provisional Government was not firired; 
the distant guns of a hostile nhip were at a 
safe distance and in a few minutes the va- 
poringa of demagogues vanished in thin air 
How much these aentlomenfrom the seamuBt 
have presumed on the gullibility or ignor- 
ance of us up-country- people ! Tho "moral 
right" to preach divuion and sectionalism 
may not to questioned, but to speak ot 
separation was crass treason, and tho talk of 
redistridution ia neither just nor gonorous 
We know wnat this means. Representation 
by population would be fixed by the Utile of 
Three, This trio when peregrinating east 
of tho Cascades and north of Thomp- 
son make no reference to redistri- 
bution, except in a vague way, condemna- 
tory of the Government They know that 
the population of Vancouver, Westminster 
city and district, is much larger than the 
sparsely Bottled districts of tho interior, but 
conceal tho selfishness of their reasons for 
hurrying on the redistribution. 

It is impossible to make representation by 
population by common arithmetic. If such 
were carried out tho representation of the 
city of London would bo double that of 
■Scotland. Would a British statesman in 
bis sano senses proposo such 1 This is 
exactly what tho-o noisy objectors of the 
Government aro doing, and aro simply carp- 
ing at tho delay. No largo constituenoy 
sutlers from tho want of members to repre- 
sent them; but they suffer woefully by send- 



in? to tho Legislature narrow-minded, sec- 
tional, self-Beeking individuals. I prefer by 
far to bo represented by two practical men 
of common sense, like Stoddart and Smith, 
than a score of babbling petty 
items liko those would • be aspir- 
ants to a leadership, for which nature 
has plainly disqualified them. Vancouver, 
particularly, seems to bo tho nursery of dis- 
content in this respect. I would venture to 
make a suggestion to tho thriving city by 
tho sea. Elect men of intelligence and abil- 
ity, men who will bo above small measures, 
and who will recocniz-i that the prosperity 
of the parts is the prosperity of the whole. 
Avoid independents. They aro ready to 
jump to any sido where self-interest points 
out. I havo much moro respect for the man 
of decided opinions than for the man who 
assents to the viows of everyone ho meets. 
I havo yet to learn that tho man who enter- 
ed politics as an independent, either in Do- 
minion or Provincial politics, has ever com- 
manded public respect. They are, without 
exoeption, nonentities.

A DANGEROUS PET. 

The Liboral newspapers are just now 
making much of Mr. Uilton McCarthy. 
But the party will find him a dangorous 
kind of pet. It is certain that the Liberals 
will never work with McCarthy, Col. 
O'Brien and the other men who think as 
they do. They have very little indeed in 
common with tho Grits, whose moBt un- 
compromising opponents they have hitherto 
been. It may be that tho Liberals hope to 
uae McCarthy and his friends to divide the 
Conaervativo party, and then drop them 
like hot potatoes. But thoso Liberals who 
hope to make a tool of Mr. McCarthy will 
bo certain to find themselves deplorably 
mUtukcn. He is much more likely to ubo 
them to gain hia ends, than they are to pre- 
vail upon him to servo their purposes. A 
union between the McCarthyites and tho 
Liberals may be set down as one of tho im- 
possible alliances, and those Liberals who 
are now flattering that gentleman will, be 
fore long, be mortified to Beo that they 
made such fools of themselves. 

Mr. McCarthy's speeches on the tariff and 
taxation are lauded to the skies by some of 
tho Liberals. But they have not yet found 
out how far Mr. McCarthy differs from them 
on the trade question. Hia leanings are 
towards Croat Britain, they have been for a 
long time looking to the United States for 
trade advantages. He favors the Federation 
•of the Empire, they aspiro to Independence. 
On the questions ot religion and language 
Mr. McCarthy would very soon find himself 
at odds with the Liberals— both leaders and 
rank and file. The Liberal party, to use a 
common but very significant phrase, has no 
uae for Mr. McCarthy and hia like, neither 
has he any use for them. They are as wide 
as the poles apart. 

THE AMERICAN DOLLAR. 

Tho kind of money whicli tho silver men 
of the United States desire to palm off on 
the country is made very plain by the fol- 
lowing statement of tho Hon. J. S. Morton, 
Secretary of Agriculturo : "A counter- 
feiter," that gentleman says, " can put a 
whole ounce of silver, that is 480 grains, 
into a dollar and then make twenty-five 
cents by tho operation." This dollar, which 
is intrinsically worth only seventy-five 
cents, would contain twenty-uino per cent, 
more silver than does the standard dollar. 
Tho Chiougo Tribuno says : 

Tho counterfeiter could make much more 
money and with far leas risk of dotection 
than by working on tho plan suggested by 
Secrotary Morton. The owners of silver 
have this week offered to doll to the Trca- 
ury at 7.'i:f centB per fino ounco. At that 
rato the standard dollar contains but f>7 
cents worth of silver. If turning them out 
on a largo scale the counterfeiter could af- 
ford to make "dollars" of precisely tho 
same Bir.e, weight, and intrinsic valuo at CO 
cents each, tho odd throo cents paying for 
alloy and tho tmublo of manufacture. The 
gain would bo 40 cents on each dollar, in- 
stead of 25 cents, which is a most important 
difference, especially when to that pecuniary 
advantago ia added the comparative immun- 
ity from detection and punishment. 

It is a wonder to many why theso sixty 
cent dollars pasB ourrent in tho United 
Statos. Tho reason ib that tho silver money 
in tho United States is redeemable in gold. 
If it woro not that tho Government has so 
far contrived to redeem its silvor notes with 
gold, and has expressed its determination to 
oontinuo to do bo, tho dollar would havo bo- 
fore this fallen to ita bullion value. Tho 
conviction that tho Government cannot go 
on always doing tliia is what creatod tho 
panic aonio timo ugo and it is that which pre- 
ventB tho complete roturn of confidence and 
keeps buBtneaa in tho United States in an 
insocuro condition. 



AUSTRALIAN FEDERATION. 

Canadians naturally wonder how it is 
that the Australian coloniea havo not con- 
federated. It is so ovidontly their interoat 
to unito, that wo in thia Northern Hemi- 
tphero would like to know what are tho ob- 
stacles to uuion. An Australian gentleman, 
who is a member of tho Legislative Assem- 
bly of New South Wales, has kindly sent 
us a history of the Movement for Australian 
Confederation, which will Batisfy the intel- 
ligent and laudable curiosity of our readers, 
of which tho following aro tho opening para- 
graphs: 

The visitor to Australia ia struck by the 
fact that while almost overyono scorns to be 
in fuvor of federating tho vurioua provinces 
under ono central government, very little 
haa been done towards the achievement of 
that objeot. There have been several con- 
ferences and conventions on tho subject, and 
many able and eloquent speeches upon it — 
indeed, tho orations would havo to bo 
meaBurod by tho mile— but tho practical re- 
sults ho far have been Bnmll. Tho reasons 
for tho lout; delay over a mattor generally 
accepted as right and good aro not appar- 
ent at first to tho visitor, but if he inquires 
closely into the mattor ho will ascertain that 
the following uro the " lions in tho path," 
as one Australian statesman called them : — 

Firstly, the desire of Now Zealand to re- 
main out of the federation for the present. 
Its leading men say they have 1200 reasons 
for this, meaning by tho remark that Now 
Z aland ia lL'OO miles diatunt from the Aut- 
tralian eontinont. 

Secondly, there aro tho border tariffs be- 
tween tho various provinces. As Victoria 
Btarted her protective policy about twenty 
years before any of the others, the latter 
desiring a few years protection, in order to 
get on something like terniB of equality. 

Thirdly, tho Kanaka labor laws of Queens- 
land, by which tho last-mentioned province 
hopes to be uble to develop her great BUgar 
resources. The Queouslaudera know very 
well that under a federation the democracy 
of New South Wales, Victoria, South Aus- 
tralia and Tasmania would make short work 
of the black labor laws of the Northern Pro- 
vince, and tho ruling classes in Queensland 
aro thereforo anxious for a few years moro 
asiiatance from the Kanakas beforo they 
federate. 

Fourthly, the jealously between tho poli- 
tical leadera of Now South WaleB. This is 
a sad statement to make, but it ia perfectly 
true. For instance, Sir Henry I'arkcB, who 
believes in tho doctrine of Aul C<rmr aut 
nullus, will not work for Federation whilo 
anyone elao ia in the load, and other leaders 
will pot support the movement whilo he 
leads. When Sir Honry hold aloft tho 
Federal standard, Sir George Dibbs, Sir 
John Robertson, and other eminent politi- 
cians, tried to thwart him. When Mr. 
Barton und other protectionists tried to 
"boom" the matter, Sir Henry I'arkea and 
some of hia followers held aloof from tho 
effort. Tho result haa been a series of de- 
tached attempts at Federation, which have 
done little more than to keep thy ll-ig flying 
at the maathead. 



A CORRUPT CANDIDATE. 

The moat interesting feature of tho elec- 
tion soon to take place in the State of New 
York ia the candidature of Iaaac H. 
Maynard. The office to which Mr. Maynard 
has been nominated ia that of Judge of the 
Court of Appeals. Maynard is a politician 
of tho velvety kind. He is pleasant, and 
smooth, and plausible, but ho is thoroughly 
unprincipled. He haa been nominated to a 
high office, which should be filied by a man 
of apotlesa charactor, not in Bpito of his 
want of principle, but becauae of it. Ho 
haa done dirty work— work tbat it is to be 
hoped no other man in his position could bo 
found to do— for tho bossea, and they aro 
bound to reward him for his soivices. 

In 1891 the election returns showed that 
tho Democrats were in tho State Senate a 
minority of four. Thia did not Buit that 
party, so the politicians, of whom Mr. 
Maynard waa one, concocted a scheme, by 
controlling tho Board of Canvassers, to cap- 
ture three of the Republican majority. 
They set to work and found or made flaws 
in tho election returns suflicient to unseat 
two of the Republican members elect, and 
to give their Beats to tho Democratic candi- 
dates. But they were not so successful with 
ono of the seats. A recount of the returns 
ot DucIicbb county was ordered by tho 
Board. It iB evident that tho Democratic 
conspirators knew that if this return was 
fairly counted the Republican candidate 
would be confirmed in his Boat. So 
they -determined that tho roturn should 
never reach tho Board of Canvasaers. 
It muat disappear before it reached tho hands 
of tho officiula to whom it was directed. 
Isaao H. Maynard, tho Deputy-Attorney 
General of the State, wua tho man who un- 
dertook to dispose of tho copies of tho ro- 
turn, which woro on their way to Albany. 
Ho did tho work succeBBfully. Tho roturn 
nover came to hand, and the Board acted as 
if it did not exist, and so tho Democratic 
conspiracy gained ita point. It secured a 
mujority of the Senate, and tho conspiratora 
wero chiefly indebted to Mr. Maynard for 
tho success of their nefarious achemo. 

Thia is no party Blander. "Tho facte,' 
Bays Harpers' Weekly, ' aro undisputed, , , 
An impartial tribunal, consisting of nine of 
tho foremost lawyer s of tho Stato, Bolectod 
by tho Bar Association of Now York, haB 
pronounced thia act of Mr. Maynard ono of 
tho greateat crimoa known to tho law." 

It is not Burprising that honeBt men in ull 
tho States are auxioua abeut tho New \ r ork 
election. They believo that if Mr. Maynard 
is oleotod Judgo of tho Court of Appoala, 
tho olootors of the Stato will bring on them- 
selves deep reproach, und will also do much 
to lower tho judiciary in the estimation of 
tho country. Commenting on tho nomina- 
tion of this man, Harper's Weekly, which 
favors tho Cleveland Administration, says : 

It must bo evident to Democrats who 



havo tho slightest regard for the dignity of 
the judicial office, for tho security of por- 
Boual und property rights under the admin- 
istration of justice, and for tho oiubo of good 
government generally, that tho offence here 
committed (by tho Saratoga Convention) 
calls for a punishment more far-reuching 
and moro demonstrative than would bo in- 
volved in tho mere scratching of Mr. Muy- 
nard's name from tho ballot and hia per- 
sonal defeat. It demands imperatively that 
every ono who has had any share in tho in- 
famous transaction, tho accessories as well 
as the principals, thoso who permitted them- 
selves to bo bought to support tho detest- 
able Bchemo, as woll as those who conceived 
it, receive tho moat emphatio mark of 
popular condemnation. 

Respectable Democratic newspapers pro- 
test as emphatically against Mr. Maynurd's 
candidaturo as does Harper's Weekly, but it 
would take a Btrong combination of the 
respeetablo und intelligent men of the Stato 
successfully to contend against the power of 
the bosses. There aro at presont no signs 
that such a combination ia being formed, ao 
the chances are that Mr. Maynard will be 
eleoted. 



AT LAST. 

It appeurs that the obstructives in the 
United States Senate have at last mado up 
their miuda to throw up- the sponge. It 
would have been much wiser for them, and 
hotter for the reputation of the body to 
which they belong, if they had nover resort- 
ed to obstructive taotics. They could not 
hope to win by physical enduranco what 
neither their argumentB nor their numbers 
entitled them to, and for a minority in one 
branch of the Legislature to succeed in de- 
feating a measure which had been passed by 
tho popular branch by a large mujority, which 
was supported by a majority of tho Senate, 
und which was approved by the groat ma- 
jority of tho nation, would give a Bhock 
to the institutions of tho United States 
from which thoy would not quickly re- 
cover. It ia the boast of Americans that tho 
pooplo in their Republic uro sovereign, and 
that tho majority rules, but tho world has 
been now tor many weeks contemplating 
tho spectacle of a small and not by any 
mean8 a superior minority, morally or in- 
tellectually, sotting at defiance tho will of 
the mujority of both branches of the Legis- 
lature and of tho poople, and bringing the 
work of legislation on a matter of supreme 
importanco to a standstill. The minority of 
tho Senato, in try ing to accomplish selfish 
purposea, have, wo aro convinced, done 
moro harm to tho Republio than they havo 
any idea of. Thoy have, for one thing, auc- 
ceeded in diailluaioning hundreds of thou- 
sands who firmly believed that tho Repub- 
lic of the United Statea is the best Govern- 
ment in tho world.

Gain ,in Prlocs In Somo Instances Important 
— Nurneroua Orders on Out-of-Towu 
Account. 

New York, Oct. 25. — The dealings in 
railway and miscellaneous securities at the 
Stock Exchange were larger than for any 
one day since the recent panic. The total 
Bales of stock were 504,854 shares, while the 
transactions in honda aggregated 2,501,000. 
The market was buoyant at intervals, and 
the gain in prices in many instances was 
<[uito important). Tho commission houses, 
for tho first timo in monthB, were 
in receipt of out-of-town orders, and 
the execution of these stimulated the 
upward movement. The change of affairs 
at Washington in the matter of the silver 
ropoal bill and tho increase in railway earn- 
ings roported for tho third week in Ootobor 
by tbo St. Paul, Kansas and Texas Pacific 
accounts for the revival of outside interest 
in tho atock market. It would be absurd to 
claim that tho advanco in prices during tho 
past few days had been entirely duo to pur- 
chases for outside account, nor would it do 
to ignoro the part of buying for tho purpose 
of covering short contracts placed on the rise. 
Shrewd observers in tho board claimed that 
tho jump in Rock Island to 70 just at the 
close was tho result of efforts to cover an 
outstanding "short" contract, and it is also 
alleged that the rise in the other Grangers 
can bo traced to tho samo source. It is 
said that to-morrow will witness some 
lively movements in the stocks named, as 
these shares have been tho favorites with the 
"bears" for a month or so past.

SUEZ CANAL SHARES. 

Their Valae Has Augmented More Than Four- 
fold Since their Purchase by Beacunsfleld. 

Professor John Scott conveys somo strik- 
ing facts as to the great value of these shareB 
in a letter which he has sent to tho Times. 
Viewing the question in its widest sense, he 
siys, Lord Heaconsfield'a purchase of the 
Khedive's Bhares in the Sue/. Canal was of 
more political than financial importance to 
this country. At the same t ime the trans- 
action was one of the moat brilliant strokes 
of finance ever accomplished either by finan- 
cier or statesman, and has excited tho undy- 
ing envy of Capel court and Wall street. 
Tho shareB which were purchased in 1875 
for £4,000,000 are estimated by the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to be now worth 
£17,750,000. This gratifying fact was 
elicited in Parliament the other day, in 
uDswer to a question put by Sir Ellis Ash- 
mead Bartlett; and it was further stated by 
Sir William Harcourt that £3,805,000 of 
the purchase-money had been paid oil' by 
the sinking funds; and that tho dividends 
paid by tho Canal Company for the past 
tbreo years bad been — 1 7 rper cent, in 1890, 
21 per cent, in 1891, and 18 per cent. In 
1892 

Of the 400 000 shares originally subscrib- 
ed for, 170,602, which belonged to the Khe- 



dive, but tho interest on which he had 
mortgaged up to 1894, wore purchased for 
tho British Government in 1875, at the price 
of £3,976,582. or, including nommiasions und

Tho money for this purohaae, or £4,000,- 
000 of it, was raised by Exchequer bondB 
issued at par, bearing interest at 3J per 
cent, per annum, and redeemable at par 
within 36 yearB. Instead of spreading the 
payments over 36 years, however, both 
principal o.nd interest will bo cleared in 18 
yoars. Only £194,869 17a. 8d. of the 
abovo bonds now remain to bo redeemed, 
and by March 31 next tho debt will bo dis- 
charged in full. 

Ab already statod, beforo Lord Boacons- 
fi eld bought tho Khedive's shares the in- 
terest on them had been mortgaged up till 
1894, so that 19 years had to elapso be- 
foro tho British Governmont could sharo 
in tho annual dividends of tho Canal Com- 
pany. This might havo doterrod a private 
purchaser, or private purchasers, from in 
vesting in the Khedive'a shares, but the 
difficulty was got over by tho Khe- 
dive, for tho Egyptian Government, 
guaranteeing to pay the British 
Government 5 per cont. interest on tho pur- 
chase money until tho mortgage expired. 
The net cost to the nation, when the pur- 
chuse accounts are finally closed on the 31st 
of March next, will only havo been about 
two and a half millions sterliug for shareB 
which aro now worth soventeen and three 
quarters millions sterling. Simultaneously 
with Britain's redemption of tbo last of the 
Exchequer bonds issued in payment of tbo 
shares, tho Khedive will mako bis final pay 
ment of interest on the purchase money ; 
thenceforth, instea.l of tho British Govern 
ment drawing tho Khedivial 5 per cent , i 
will get tho Canal Company's dividend of 
17 or 21 per cent. This Mr. Goschen has 
already app! : "d aa a eiuking fund for the 
fortification of our coaling stations through 
nut tho Empire, und for tho formation of an 
auxiliary fleet for the defence of our colonies. 



THE LOCAL MARKETS. 

Prices In All Lines Remain Quiet but Firm— 
Gossip of the Week. 

Although this season's crop of grain pro- 
mised to Iib good, local morehanta who have 
been receiving largo shipments during the 
past week, are finding that quito a large 
percentage of tho supply is damaged, und 
consequently they are obliged to sell it at a 
cut price. In harvesting their crops the 
farmers, especially in the surrounding dis- 
tricts, were Bufferers to a great extent by 
heavy rains, and as a result considerable 
grain, which was standing, is spoiled. Hay 
is coming in plentifully and is commanding 
a good price, as it is of good quality and in 
comparatively fair demand. The moat mar- 
ket is steady. Prices in fruits may advance 
a little next week owing to the chango in 
the weather, but so far have not. There 
aro a greater variety of apples in atock now 
than there has been this year, but those of 
Eastern growth have not yet begun to make 
a showing in tho market.

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QUAINT AND PRETTY. 

CLOAKS AND WRAPS FOR THE VIS- 
ITING SEASON. 



Some Fashionable Shades ami Colors — Pop- 
ularity of Heavy Black .Silks— Tlio Latest 
In Underwear— Ladies Will Wear Tlielr 
Hair Parted In the Middle.

With tho approach of cool weather 
tho town visiting season begins, and it is 
then that tho iron enters a woman's soul 
if sho has not ii rich and elegant car- 
riage or visiting cloak or wrap. Thoso 
ef this season really surpass all that I 
have ever seen in point of genuine ele- 
ganco combined with unusually brilliant 
coloring. There aro but few even of the 
best and largest houses that make spe- 
cialties of fine carriage wraps, partly be- 
cause few can afford them, and because, 
being so expensive, few care to put so 
much money into a selection. 

Purple of the royal petunia shade, 
with linings of lilac or heliotrope or 
golden yellow, is tho favorite. Next 
come those of black velvet, plush and 
heavy ribbed silk, and after those come 
tho superb emerald and hunter's green 
velvets. Each and all are embroidered 
in raised designs and trimmed besides 
with heavy jet and chenille fringes, 
with ribbons and silk laces. The em- 
broidery is usually heavier in the cor- 
ners of the garment than elsewhere. I 
know a clever lady, with nimble ringers, 
who purchased velvet and embroidered 
it herself and then had the garment 
made at less than one-third of the cost 
of those: in tho stores, but not every one 
has the lime or skill to do that, inore's 
tho pity. 

One carriage cloak of superb green 
velvet had a deep embroidery in two 
shades of green silk in raised arabesque 
pattern. There was a plain yoke to 
which the lower part of the cape was 
gathered. There were places left under 
a fold in front to slip the hands through, 
and down the front between these open- 
ings there was a jet and chenille fringe 
that reached to tho bottom from the 
yoke. There were shoulder caps heav- 
ily beaded in jet. The collar was com- 
posed of n double niching of black rib- 
bon, and two rows of ribbons crossed the 
bust and ended under rosettes and long 
fishtail fiats. Across tho back tho yoko 
was straight, and where tho gathers 
joined it was a band of jet passementerie 
like that on tho caps. 

Green velvet is very rich and will "go" 
with almost any gown, but blue, brown 
or gray is very rarely used. There is 
a very handsome and stylish goods for 
theso wraps and also for evening cloaks 
called corded velutina. This in fawn 
or pale gray or drab or cream white is 
often seen in very long wraps for wear 
on ceremonious occasions. One I saw was 
niado of white velutina, with a wide row

of Venetian point lace laid Hat over pale 
pink silk down each front and around 
the bottom. It was circular and reached 
the bottom of the dress. There was a 
•.vide ruffled collar with two rows of laco 
over pink silk. Tho wrap was lined 
with pink satin. 

Another one of fawn corded velutina 
was lined with rich oriental striped 
satin duchess, with reseda and old rose 
as tho most prominent colors. Around 
the bottom and down the front there 
was a wide band of swan's down, a trim- 
ming that has been all too scarce for 
many years. Thero was a hood to this 
circular, lined with tho same striped 
satin and having a heavy white silk cord 
and tassels tied on the end of the capuchin 
hood. Another cream white corded 
.velutina hail a border of fur down the 
fronts and around the wide ripple collar. 
This had largo bishop sleeves of the 
same, with deep falls at tho wrist bound 
with fur, and the whole cloak was lined 
with old rose satin. Around the bottom 
were three bias folds of tho velutina, the 
ribs turned in different ways, which gave 
it a unique and handsome finish. 

Tho black velvet and plush capes aro 
very rich; but, curiously, green and pur- 
ple aro better liked than black, and 1 
have seen several of magenta and beef's 
blood red. These are toned and trimmed 
heavily with black passementerie, lace 
and ribbon. 

There is an unusual degree of popu- 
larity for tho heavy black silks for wraps 
and cloaks. Thero aro three different 
weaves used— tho ottoman, tho heavy 
rep or ribbed and the armuro barre. 
They aro certainly beautiful and almost 
as rich as velvet. Theso are heavily 
embroidered and beaded in velvet ap- 
plique, in chenille and in saddler's silk 
and floss. The saddler'ssilk is generally 
employed to outlino patterns. 

I noticed one such cloak particularly. 
There was a plain yoko, cut upward to a 
point and bordered with a band of mink, 
Tho sleeves wero gigot, with full caps of 
tho silk bordered with tho fur. Tho rest 
of tho garment was plaitod on to tho 
yoko all around, having a deep box plait 
in tho back, with trimming of embroid- 
ery and jet. The cloak was lined with 
light brown silk almost tan color. 

Such wraps as theso aro intended for 
carriage and visiting, though they may 
also bo worn on tho street with a very 
handsome gown for a promenade. Tho 



two toned velutina, with a very high 
rep, is a very suitablo material for theso. 
It is not as costly as tho all silk, and, 
strangely enough, is much more durable 
and quito us handsome. 

Among tho newest silks now being 
offered are somo bayadere stripes in 
black and white, and tho whole is moiro 
or watered over the stripes. It makes a 
magnificent silk. Thero is also an 
armuro barre for gowns as well as 
cloaks, and a bayadere satin bro- 
cade.. This has two wide stripes, but 
each is brocaded in a contrasting color, 
and thero is a bengaline pointille. This 
means a bengalino with tiny spots, 
Bquare or round, raised on tho surface. 

Thero aro fashions in underwear as 
well as in cloaks and gowns, and those 
of this season aro exceedingly pretty and 
dainty. The materials most used aro 
linen lawn, lonsdalo cambric and vic-

toria lawn for nightrobes, though they 
are often made of good muslin. Where 
muslin is used, embroidery is tho only 
suitable trimming, unless it is hand 
crocheted lace, which, by the way, is 
very largely used now. Any other laco 
on muslin would not be durable. 

The thinner and finer materials arc 
properly trimmed with both embroidery 
and lace. One dainty nightrobe of lons- 
dalo had a regular shirt front mado of 
horizontal, tucks, and this was cut to a 
point and edged with a sort of rovers 
of points and theso edged with tho nar- 
rowest kind of embroidery, also in saw- 
tooth style. The collar was mado in tho 
same Way, and so wero tho cuffs. For 
ordinary wear such a nightrobe would 
bo preferable to ono with more trim- 
ming. 

Another but moro ornato robe was of 
victoria lawn, the front being set with 
insertion down to tho waist, where a 
band of tho same held tho fullness and 
was tied with blue ribbon. A wido 
double collar of lawn embroidery edged 
with Valenciennes lace encircled the neck 
below a standing collar of lace. Thero 
was a bow of ribbon at tho neck and at 
tho wrists. All of theso went to make 
up an exceedingly pretty robe. Corset 
covers are now used to tho almost com- 
plete abolition of the old style chemise. 
Gauzo vests in warm weather and flan- 
nel in winter aro worn beneath the cor- 
sets, and the coVset cover outside. Some 
ladies have a more or less ornate skirt 
sown to this underwaist. 

I saw two quite novel corset covers 
in lawn. One was made with a surplice 
front, with narrow tucks all along tho 
edge, finished with a straight row of flat 
val around tho neck and arm sizes. Tho 
other was cut round in the neck and 
edged with fine torchon lace. Thero 
wero threo ba'nds of insertion down tho 
front and 0110 around tho waist. They 
could not be prettier or neater. 

Tho latest approved styles in hair- 
dressing is to follow tho (plaint fashion 
set us by our great-grandmothers and 
wear a little knot on top of tho head, 
with tho hair parted in the middle and 
brought around and up to tho knot, leav- 
ing one or moro curls to fall over tho 
forehead almost to tho eyebrows. Those 
whoso foreheads are low wave tho hair 
back off from tho forehead and then up 
to tho fluffy knot. A high comb is some- 
times worn or a bow of ribbon, but 
moro often for dress, a tiny tea cap 
matching the costume. Tho Greek stylo 
is often seen for such as find it becom- 
ing.

WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

When women have a vote, and a mem- 
ber of tho senate or house of representa- 
tives of a stato or of the nation is charged 
with grossly and notoriously immoral 
conduct, and the charges aro proved 
against him. ho will bo expelled from 
his seat and from political life forever. 
"When women have a vote, saloon keepers 
will not bo members of school boards or 
bo permitted to hold wido open their 
dens of destruction next door to or on 
the same block with tho schoolhouse, 
On the contrary, women will be mem- 
bers of school boards themselves and 
control the same in tho interest of econ- 
omy, constantly improving education, 
honesty and equal pay for equal work to 
teachers of both sexes. They will see 
to it that the streets are clean, safo and 
well lighted, or they will know tho rea- 
son why. They will also seo to it that 
at proper intervals throughout every 
town and city thero is a plot set off for a 
public playground, where, under only 
such restrictions as aro necessary for 
their own safety, boys and girls may 
find that vent for tho intense muscular 
activity which is essential to their growth 
and health. Then children will no longer 
bo a nuisance in tho street or in the littlo 
flats in which so many city people must 
live. When women have a vote, no man 
who is a notorious debauchee and drunk- 
ard, and who has cruelly wronged a 
woman, can ever be elected to or even 
get tho nomination for any office. Wom- 
en voters will understand that they owe 
it to womanhood to rebuke tho ambi- 
tion of such a man; also that they owe 
it to their own growing sons to show 
that no such person can hold office in 
this Union. All this will happen when 
women have a vote. Perhaps that is why 
tho majority of men are determined wom- 
en shall never have a vote as long as 
they can help it. 

Mrs. Heaton Dart and her niece aro 
making an excellent income in New 
York city ut an occupation which as yet 
no other women in New York state have 
chosen.

Her brother then asked her to learn 
tho art herself, so as to sparo their own 
family from tho brutal indifference of 
tho averago professional einbalmer, of 
which they had just had so unpleasant 
an experience. Then tho thought struck 
her that sho would learn it as an occu- 
pation, because sho was a widow with 
children to support. She did so, with 
eminent success. Sho reasoned rightly 
that relatives and friends would rather 
have tho body of a woman or a child 
embalmed by a woman than by a man. 
Mrs. Dart is quiet, gentle and refined in 
her manners, but a reporter says of her, 
"Mrs. Dart looks as though sho could 
inako a success of almost anything."

About the Public Library and Beading 
Koom-JBooks and Sewing 
Circles- 

Tho first lecture of a fortnightly aeries, to 
bo given in St. John's Bchoolroom, drew a 
fair-sized uudienoe last evening, a Bpecial 
attraction being tho fact that on thiB occasion 
Rt. Kov. Bishop Perria was to mako his 
first uppearacce hero aa a lecturer. Rov. 
Percival Jonna presided, and Ven. Arch- 
doacan Scriven also occupied a seat on the 
platiorm. The chairman prefaced tho lec- 
tnre by a few remarks explanatory of the 
occasion, and expressing the Bonao of appre- 
ciation felt towards tho Bishop for his 
kindnesa in opening the series of lectures. 

" Recreation" was ^tho subject chosen by 
Bishop l'errin. In opening ko announced 
that chis was his very first uppoaranco, at 
least knowingly, us a lecturer, but he 
claimed a certain amount of acquaintance 
with the buainesB from having himself been 
lectured frequently. He thought his sub- 
ject a very timely one, for even in Victoria 
he found that some men were overworked, 
ar>d he appealed to his hearers who know of 
any such cusca to uso their inlluenco with 
tho employers to securo a change. But he 
desired to apeak inoro purticulurly in the 
interest of women, who, he fancied, through- 
out colonial life have a far harder sphere 
than "at home," at leaBt among that class 
who at homo would havo servants to help 
thorn. How to provide recreation for 
women was a diflicult problem, and if all 
present would write down for his informa- 
tion their opinions os to what is tho best 
available form of such recreation, it would 
be an assistance to him in tho work ho de- 
sirod to do in his ministry. 

Referring to some objectionable forms of 
public recieation, Bishop l'errin instanced 
" that barbarous system which has come 
into vogue again— tho old ghastly idea of 
prize fighting," and " tho miserable system 
of pigeon Bhooting," which ho hoped would 
receive no encouragement hern. Kxcept for 
thoBO who write hooka, ho wbb sure hut that 
reading wos a form of recreation which 
should be cultivated more than it is. He 
noticed thut this city had a froe library, and 
a reading room, too, and tho other day, 
wishing to seo a paper which one would 
naturally expect to find- in any reading 
room, he inquired of the person in charge 
down stairs if tho Times was kept on fila. 
Aa ho expected, ho was told it was, and up- 
stairs he found tho Times, but it was the 
Victoria paper of that name, and not tho 
London publication— -(laughter) —which he 
was told was not one of those taken in. Ho 
could not wait to get into tho library, for he 
was told that it would not bo open for a 
few hours — (laughtor) — but if it was no 
hotter than the reading room it was not 
very good. He hoped there would soon bo 
an improvement in both. He had hoard of 
good results from the establishment of read 
ing clubs, and as he believed that the ladies 
here wereconstantly having sewing parties, ho 
Buggested that at theso pow-wows they 
should havo certain books read. Hunting 
was a form of recreation which many do 
lighted in, but at tho risk of being laughed 
at he hud always maintained that hunting 
was cruel. Fishing had been popular for 
ages, and ho observed had an ardent devotee 
in the person of tho archdeacon, who, if a 
fine dish of trout wero put before him, would 
probably not look at them unless caught 
with a fly. (Laughter.) Boating, cricket, 
tennis, cycling, all had thoir good points 
Hut one form of physical recreation open to 
all was walking, and properly indulged in — 
that is, with pleasant companionship, so 
that there would bo an interchange of 
thought — it might be made tho very beBt 
recreation. He warmly recommended this 
form of exercise, and showed conclusively 
the pleasure and profit, both mental and 
physical, to bo obtained from it. 

Bishop Perrin concluded by thanking the 
audienco for the patient hearing they had 
given to his first lecture. 

Rev. Mr. Jenns, after a few remarks, in 
which he gracefully complimented tho lec- 
turer upon tho manner in which ho had in- 
terested and entertained hia he irers, moved 
a vote of thanks, which was heartily ac- 
corded. 

Bishop Perrin announcod that for the 
next lecture, to bo given in a fortnight, he 
should ask to be allowed to tuko the chair, 
as he anticipated a treut. The lecturer 
will be Rov. Mr. Jenns, whose subject will 
bo " Recent Astronomy." He announoes 
that ho wil! treat it from a popular rather 
than a scientific standpoint, and that ho will 
treat especially of the recent discoveries.

U. S. ADMIRAL REMOVED. 



Stautou, of the South Atlantic Sta- 
tion, Relieved for Recognizing 
the Brazilian Rebels. 



Intense Surprise at the Unauthorized 
Act of Salnting Admiral 
Mello's Flag. 



Washington, Oct. 2~>. — Tho peremptory 

removal to-day of Commodore and Acting 
Roar Admiral Stanton, stationed at Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil, from tho command of the 
South Atlantic atation, was one of tho most 
startling surprises ever experienced in 
Washington official life. President Clove- 
laud took action' alter a "long conference 
with the Secretaries of State ond tho Navy, 
and when put in possession of all 
tho facts and also of such further 
information as Sonor Mendonca, the 
Brazilian Minister in Washington, waB able 
to furnish. The official order was briefly 
mado public by the Secretary of the Navy. 
The Navy department learned late to-day 
by telegram that Rear Admiral Stanton, in 
command of tho U. S. naval forces at Rio 
do Janeiro, had saluted the flag of Admiral 
Mcllo, commanding tho insurgent fleet. 
This auluto was unauthorized by any in- 
structions ihe Admiral had received. It 
was an unfriendly act toward a friendly 
power, and tho Secretary of the 
Navy, after consulting with the Pre- 
sident and tho Secretary of State, 
issued an order detaching Admiral Stanton 
from the command of his squadron and 
turning it over to Capt. Picking, the next 
ollioiul in rank. This was in reply to a 
telegram of inquiry. Commodore Stonton 
has been specially selected for this post of 
duty becauso ho was considered to possess, 
in a preeminent degree, those qualifications 
of coolnesa and discretion which fitted him 
to deal with tho revolutionary conditions 
prevailing in the various countries to which 
ins assignment would naturally call him. 

As one of tho highest offictra in tho ser 
vice, who himself probubly influenced in no 
small dogreo Commodore Stanton's appoint 
ment, remarked to-day : " This matter is 
aa much a surprise to me as a slap in the 
face would bo. Tho relations of tho United 
States to tho recognized government ot 
Brazil wero such that it was not believed 
posBiblo that an officer of tho highest rank 
and experience would go out of his way to 
give an official Baluto and recognition to 
the commander of a naval force avowedly in 
insurrection against tho Government, 
and actually engaged in bombard- 
ing tho national capital. Our 
friendly interest in tho young republic 
was so powerful a factor in eecuring its 
recognition by other powers that in October 
1890, juBt three yoars ago, Brazil sent 
a squadron, consisting of the armored 
cruiser Aquidaban and- other vessels to 
New York harbor to roturn tho visit of 
friendship and congratulation made by tho 
United States squadron in Rio de Juneiro in 
Juno and July preceding." 

When, therefore, Secretary Herbert ro 
ceivtd through Secretary Qreshaoi, informa- 
tion that tho Brazilian minister had re- 
ported the story of Admiral Stanton's salute 
to tho rebel Admiral's flag to bo correct, 
there was a joint consultation of documents 
and precedents, and tho conclusion was 
reached thut Commodore Stanton's act was 
so contrary to the requirements of tho caBo 
as to call for prompt rebuke and reparation. 
With this conclusion in mind Secretary Her- 
bert at one o'clock went to tho White House 
to consult tho President, who on hearing tho 
facts, immediately coincided with the views 
of the Secretary of State. Scerotary Hor- 
bert then authorized the issue of tho order 
of suspension. Captain Henry E, Picking, 
of the Charlestown, who relieves Commodore 
Stanton, is also un officer of experience. It 
is supposed a court-martial will result. Ad- 
miral Stanton's successor in command of the 
South Atlantic station will not bo deter- 
mined upon hastily, but it is thought it will 
probably be Commodore Richard W. Meade, 
now ou duty as a member of the World's 
Columbian Exposition. 



King Albert's Jubilee. 

Berlin, Oat, 25.— The fiftieth anniversary 
of the entraneo of King Albert of Saxony to 
tho army is being celebrated at Mugdeburg 
and throughout tho kingdom. Every court 
of Europe hua sent representatives with con- 
gratulations for tho venerable monarch, 
which were presented at a leveo held this 
morning. A notable feature of this event 
was the nresence of the young Crown Princo 
of Germany, who appeared for tho first 
timo in tho uniform of tho Saxon rogiment, 
of which ho was recently mado ua honorary 
officer. All through tho kingdom fetes and 
other festivities are Jin progresa and will 
continuo for sovoral days.
